[ ing (if Penn avenue from Point HreezetoEang 
j avenue with asplialtum pavement, the con- 
i tract t(i be awarded by the Street Committee 
i in the same manner as like contracts are now 
awarded.” 

I greatly regret I am forced to return this 
resolution willioiit my approval. My reasons 
for so doing briefly stated are 

1st. Tiie appropriation made by the City of 
Pittsburgh of ^f87,n80.00 for the repaving of the 
avenue was based (Jii the belief Miat owners of 
property immediately fronting thereon, ;ind 
to he directly benefited, wouUl agree to j)ay 
tiie remaining one-Iiaif of the cost Incurred ; 
thus far they have not so agreed, and, 1 am in¬ 
formed, are unwilling bind tlioinselves to 
pay any part of the expense. 

2d. Tiie joint resolution deprives the Coun¬ 
cils of passing upon any otlier class of mate¬ 
rial to be used in tlie work than thatof asplial- 
luin, and to the latter would 1)6 alnnjst cer- 
i tainly confined to one kind, and that largely 
i under tlie control of one company. 

! ;id. The City of Pittsburg issued its bonds 
for llie original improvement upon Penn ave¬ 
nue 111 the sum of sHoii.oOO. 

These bonds and accumulated interest are 
still outstanding against llio city. For the 
general improvements of onr streets in tlie 
East End carrieil on under the Penn avenue 
act, the city issued bonds amounting to over 
^j,(>00,(K)0; while these bonds arc a valid claim 
against the city, very many of the improve¬ 
ments upon which tlicy were based iiavc dis¬ 
appeared ; vvltliiii ten years of time they were 
nearly all worn out. 

In addition to tlie large Indchtedness arising 
from tlio street improvements in the city, I 
may add tlie city, In order to reduce tiie cost 
to the property holders, procured legislation 
auMiorizing a fair and honorable compromise. 
Yet, notwithstanding the legislation, the prop¬ 
erty owners arc to-day in arrears tlie sum ol 
34f)0,0o9.{12. These liens are being by many con¬ 
tested, and, if successful, will succeed in plac¬ 
ing on the city this amount of these unpaid 
claims, and if tlie result suggested sliall fol¬ 
low, it may well be that after such improve¬ 
ment named in tlie resolution, and such as 
may liereafter be made, the city will be con¬ 
fronted by the same trouble. 

We are apparently on the eve of very large 
and costly Improvements of streets in various 
j parts of the city, more especially in the East 
End. It would seem to be a fitting time to 
take a careful reckoning, and gaining wisdom 
by tlie past, “See that no mistakes, sueli as 
I have occurred, shall be repeated,’* If Im- 
I provements are to bo made, the Councils 
1 should be entirely free to pass upon the char¬ 
acter of material to be used, the manner and 
time of doing the work, the certaintjM>f par- 
' ties benefited being bound tlicreby, (;ompeti- 
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tlon U> be open to all, and that the improve¬ 
ments when made shall furnish some secur¬ 
ity of durability. The city ought not to be 
asked to take any risks, or to encourage any 
purely experiiuontal work on our highways. 
The citizens who pay for this work should be 
assured of value received. The vital objec¬ 
tions to such resolutions arc h> be found in 
limiting the character of the improvement, 
and to appropriate to special purposes money 
apjiropriated by the (Jouncils on conditions 
that some others are to do certain things, and 
failing therein, they can nevertheless get the 
advantage of such appropriation.

I am 
convinced the recital of the resolution is based 
uiM)n a mistake as to the facts. But if entirely ] 
correct It still remains true that the public 
highways of the city should be wholly free 
from incumbrance. It is especially important I 


that on narrow streets, there should be the 
fullest freedom in their use for travelers and 
vehicles. Many of the property holders and 
business men on Marketstreet have com plain- 
j ed about the use heretofore made of the side- 
I walk upon that street. My predecessor in 
office made a determined effort to free the 
street from obstruction and was largely suc¬ 
cessful in his effort. I am convinced that were 
the Market House used for the legitimate 
purpose of a Market, there would be ample 
room to accommodate all persons without 
resorting U) the the use of the sidewalk. J am 
not without high authority in saying, the 
Councils are without authority and pt>wer to 
legalize the use of the sidewalk as con¬ 
templated in the joint resolution. If the action 
of the Councils is now approved, it may not hi^ 
long until you are asked to give the entire use 
of the sidewalk to persons and purposes which 
may and will seriously interfere witli the 
public at large.

There 
is no authoritative decision upon Iheijuestion 
by our Supreme Court, but from analagous 
casc.s, I deduce the jirinciple that the City 
cannot he held tor damages arising from tlie 
negligence or carelessness ot an emiiloye of 
tlic PM re Department. The question has been 
most fully examinc<l and passed upon by the 
liighcst court in Massachusetts, (kjnnecticut, 
Iowa, Illinois, Ohio, Missouri, (Jali torn la, Ken¬ 
tucky, Wi.sconslii, New York and Now Ilamp- 
I shire. 

The unbroken curreiitof decision is against 
11 1 C liability of the city. Individual cases of 
hardship will, I have no doubt, arise, but un¬ 
til our Supreme Court shall decide otherwi.se 
I do not know how the law can be bent to af¬ 
ford relief.

In my opinion the City of Pittsburgh is not 
legally liable to pay this money. 

Thomas Freborn was a member of the 
Police force of this City at the lime of the in¬ 
jury inflicted upon him by a prisoner who was 
held upon a criminal charge. There is 
doubt the attack was made upon this officer 
while in the discharge of his duty, and that 
he was badly beaten. But this is incident to 
his employment, and was one of the risks lie 
assumed when entering tlie service. The City 
Is not an insurer against all accidents and in¬ 
juries likely to occur to its employees, and 
if we are to indemnify tliem in each case it 
will not only be very costly, but will tend to 
make employees careless or indifferent and 
possibly, at limes, needlessly aggressive. 

Entertaining these views, and believing 
such appropriations to be doubtful, if not 
dangerous precedents, I return tlie resolu¬ 
tion without my approval.

Gentlemen;— In compliance with the reso¬ 
lution passed by you In session June 27th and 
approved by his Honor, the Mayor. June 29th, 
188 <, authorizing and directing the Building 
Inspector to make a full and careful examina¬ 
tion of all public places of amu ements In the 
city, with a view of ascertaining what means, 
if any, are employed or provided for the safety 
of persons and property in case of sudden 
alarm, fire or other calamity, and for the 
speedy and safe escape of those who may be in 
such buildings, and report to you the condition 
thereof, and what, if anything, is required at 
such places to insure salety and protection to 
the public. 

That in-pectlon has been carefully made as 
to the condition of said buildings, and I beg 
leave to submit the following report, with 
some objections and suggestions, and 1 do not 
think that 1 can do better or it would be out of 
place to here give you the result of the in¬ 
spection in detail of the four or largest places 
of amusements in our city, namely: Harris' 
Family Theater, the Grand OperaHouse, Bijou 
Theater, and the \cademy of Music. 

First. Harris’ Family Theater occupies the 
second floor of building on Fifth avenue and 
has three exits or stairways leading down to 
avenue. The first is to the large first floor or 
hallway, which is about 20 feet by 100 feet and 
is used as an entrance, but if necessary can be 
used as an exit. The stairway to this is 7 feet 
wide. The second is by stairway next to 
Smithfleid street, 7 feet wide, leading directly 
to Fifth avenue. The third is by stairway 
next to Wood street. 7 feet six inches wide, 
leading directly to Firth avenue, both of these 
stairways being straight. AH doors of this 
buiding open out. 

There are two stairways 4 feet 6 inches wide 
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IdiiOlnif down from the balcony to main floor 
of the theater, this balcony havin^r an aisle 4 
feet wide ill the rear, also two stairways 4 feet 
wide from the itallery to the balcony. 

A spiral lire escape has been erected on Fifth 
avenue side of the buildini? making- an exit 
from the ^fullory, balcony and in am floor of the 
theater to the sidewalk. 

J n the front and center of the main entrance 
and exit Is built, a ticket box and olfice, which 
takes tip at least onediaif of this passage way, 
thereby causing a serious obstruction in case 
of lire or panic, and 1 think that it should bo 
removed to some other point so that if the 
time ever came that it would be necessary to 
use tins entrance as an exit it would give no 
trouble. Seating capacity, 

The second is the Grand Opera House and its 
entrance and main exit to and from Fifth ave¬ 
nue is along a hallway iJO feet by l;iO feet with 
a ticket box or oflice permanently built in the 
center and midway from front to rear, and 
taking up overone-tliird of the width of this 
hallway, therefore, as in the case of Harris’ 
Family Theater, is a serious obstruction, and 
in my opinion should not be. 

There are live doors or exits from the main 
floor, two G feet doors and three doors 6 feet 9 
indies wide to the main hallway or exit to 
Fifth avenue. 

From the first and second galleries there are 
exits through five doors from each to U-feet- 
wide stairway leading down to main hallway, 
and stairway 5 feet wide to Diamond alley, 
and the doors at the foot of this stairway have 
been changed to open out. There is also a U 
feet wide stairway from the rear of the stage 
to Diamond alley, and this outside door has 
been changed to open out. 

There liiive been put up Are escapes on 
Diamond alley side of the building, platforms 
about 30 feet long with ladders dropping down 
from each to sidewalk, which makes an exit 
from each gallery and the main floor. 

Ferf orated water pipes are suspended below 
the ceiling over the 011111*6 stage, beingsup' 
plied with water by a 4 inch stand pipe, and 
so arranged that when water is turned on the 
whole stage is drenched. Six Dabcocks arc in 
readiness for instant use as are other appli¬ 
ances for putting out fire, such as barrels 
filled with water, hose always connected to 
plugs, ftrcmen’8 axes, &c. An asbestos cur¬ 
tain, said to be llre-proof, is so arranged that 
it can be dropped Immediately in case of fire, 
thereby cutting oil the draft and tire from the 
audience, tioating capacity as given, 1,009. 

The third is the Bijou Theater. The main 
entrance and exit is through wide doors down 
a straight stairway about lo feet wide to a long 
hallway la feet wide by Ta feet long, leading 
out on to Sixth street. The ticket box or ollice 
is built on the loft side of this entrance, in an 
angle, thereby not obstructing the passage 
way. The other exit is In the rear corner next 
to Penn avetme, through a door 4 feet wide to 
a stairway 10 feet wide, to Penn avenue. 

There is also an exit or stairwav in the rear 
of tlie stage, 4 feetO inclies wide, loading down 
into Barker's alley. From the dross-circle or 
first gallery, there are two exits by stairways, 
one 0 feet wide leading down to main floor and 
then to main exit to Sixth street. The other 
through door 4 feet 0 Inches wide down to 
wide smirway to Penn avenue. From the 
second gallery there are two exits, one stair¬ 
way 4 feet 6 inches wide down to dress circle, 
thence (lo^'m to main floor. The other is a 4 
feet 6 inch stairway leadingdown into an eight 
foot wide stairway to main stairway to Penn 
avenue. This stairway from the second gal¬ 
lery at the time the inspection of the building 


was made was bad, in fact a regular trap in 
case of a panic, running down against al3 inch 
brick wall, then turning to the left, then to the 
right and then tiirough a iiariow door by 
which people from the first gallery -tvere pass¬ 
ing through At my suggestion Messrs. Gu- 
lick & Schwab have had this l3-iiich brick wall 
at the bottom of stairs taken one the whole 
width of the stairway, putting in iron girders 
over the opening to support the wall above. 
By this arrangement this stainvay is made 
straight and there can now' be no possible 
trouble at that point. 

Thci'e are on .the stage, in case of fire, two 
lines of hose always connected to water plugs, 
three Babcocks, hand grenades, firemen’s 
axes, &c. Perforated water jiipes are sus¬ 
pended below the ceiling over the entire stage 
being supplied with water by a 4 inch stand 
pipe, and by the use of this the? whole stage 
cun be flooded. There are also lire escapes 
attached to the building. Seating capacity, 
VH- 

Thefourth is the Academy of Music, occupy¬ 
ing second floor of building on J jborty street, 
and has fi*om this floor three exits, one by 
stairway 3 feet 9 inches in width, leading from 
the rear of the stage, aside stairway 5 feet 6 
inches wide down to Liberty street; doors 
opening out; the main exit beirg in thercur, 
to main stairway, which is 10 feet wide, to Lib¬ 
erty street, doors opening out. From the first 
gallery there are two stairways; one side stair¬ 
way iifeetfi inches wide to main floor. The 
other, in the rear of gallery, is by stairway 7 
feet wide to main stairway. From the second 
gallery, besides the stairway 7 feet wide which 
leads to main stairway, there is one about il 
foot wide down to Strawberry alley. From 
the third gallery, exits ure same as from the 
second gallery. 

They hav'e on the stage five Hnos of hose 
connected to water plugs and ready for use at 
all times. They have also five Babcocks ia 
readiness for instant use in case of fire. Plat¬ 
form fire escapes are erected on Liberty street 
Bide of the building. Seating capacity, about 
1.799, 

I also think that aisles between the stationary 
seats in all these places are entirely too nar¬ 
row slioiild a panic or any trouble happen. 

The Casino Museum on Fifth avenue which 
is not a large place occupies both the first and 
second floors of building, and the managers 
say litis a seating capacity of only 4i)9. Grant¬ 
ing this fact; almost the whole of the front is 
taken up by a cigar store, a ticket i)OX and the 
stairway or exit from the seconti floor, there¬ 
by leaving only an opening of about 6 feet as 
ail exit from the first floor, and there being no 
way out from the rear of the building 1 think 
in case of fire t>r a panic this exit would not 
prove suflicient. Hut I would here say that 
the managers of these different places have 
been very solicitous as to the safety of that 
portion of the public who may patronize their 
places of amusements, in doitig everything 
that in their own judgment is necessary, but, 
nevertheless, I iuive given you my objections 
and suggestions and in my humble opinion 
think they are good ones. 

I would also respectfully call your attention 
to the arrangement or swinging of the outside 
doors of churches, which invariably all open 
in, and 1 think is a serious mistake in case of 
fire or panic, and should either be so arranged 
to open out, which would be the best and 
safest, or when opened be securely fastened 
back which a very few of them are. 

rhore are other public buildings which for 
safety the outside doors should be changed to 
open out, and not to run the risk of jaiiitort 
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neglecting to use tlie fastenings they may be 
now or beroafter provided with. The most 
prominent ones which have come to rny notice 
are; Liberty Hall, of the East Eud» the doora 
of which open in and no provision whatever 
made to securely fasten them back when open; 
the doors ot Lafayette Hall, on Wood street 
and Fourth avenue, open in and no arrange¬ 
ment made for fastening them back when 
open. The doors of these balls should be 
cfiaiiged. 

The other Is a building on Sixth street, cor¬ 
ner of Penn avenue, the upper floors of which 
are used for an institute and the large room or 
hall is frequently used for the holding of con¬ 
certs and other entertainments at which times 
there are large audiences. The main exit is a 
narrow stairway down to Sixth street. The 
doors directly at the bottom of these stairs 
open In and no provisions made for fastening 
them back when open, and in case of fire or a 

anic they sliould become closed (which would 

0 an easy matter to do) there would certainly 
be some persons injured. These doors, by all 
means, should be changed to open out. 

Also, a building on Penn avenue known as 
the Central Kink, and is used as a public place 
of amusement, and while it is only a one-story 
building it is a good sized hall and there have 
been very large audiences in this building 
heretofore and £ have no doubt will be in the 
future. The dO(>r8 or exits are narrow and 
are not, in my opinion, sufficient in case of 
lire or panic. 

I also think that a great mistake has been 
made by the managers of our largest places of 
amusements in the reseating of their houses 
in doing away with the center aisles thereby 
not having a good wide passage way leading 
directly to the main doors or exits. All other 
places inspected are in pretty fair condition.

ment. 

We recommend the adoption of the ap¬ 
pended Ordinance vvhlcli, compared wltii tlie 
Ordinances referred to us, shows with refer¬ 
ence to tlie annual expenditures an increase 
over Ordinance passed by Select Council of 
S:i,700, and a decicase as compared with Ordi¬ 
nance as passed by Common Council of ! 
$*0,600.

and bureaus: the mode of their election and 
appointment; <letining the duties and powers 
ol all sucli; fixing the ainouiit of bonds to be 
given; allotting the various tmreaus andotlier 
offices to the proper department; fixing sala¬ 
ries and compensation tbb(5 paid; defining the 
duties of the Board of Assessors; fixing ttie 
salary thereof, and also that of the City 
Clerks,” 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
BY THE City of Pittsburgh in Select and 
Common Councils assembled and it is here¬ 
by ORDAINED AND ENACTED BY THE AUTHOR¬ 
ITY OF THE SAME, That ou and after the first 
day of February, A. D. 1888, the executive 
power of the City of Pittsburgh shall be vested 
in the Mayor and the depariments authorized 
by an Act of Assembly entitled “An Act in re¬ 
lation to the government of cities of the Second 
Class,” approved June 14th, 188T. 

Sec. 3. The following departments are here¬ 
by established in accordance with said Act: 

Department of Public Safety. 

Department of Public Works.

Sec 3. The Department of Public Safety 
shall be under the charge, direction, control and 
administration of one person, who shall be the 
head thereof, and whose official title shall be 
Chief of the Department of Public Safety. 

Said chief shall receive a salary of five 
thousand dollars per annum. 

This department shall embrace the care, man¬ 
agement, administration, supervision Of 
the police affairs, and all matters relating to 
the public health; to the tiro and police force, 
the city telegraphs, and the inspection of 
buildings, including plumbing, gas ffttingand 
houe drainage. 

Sec. 4 The office of Building Inspector shall 
be attached to and under the control and di¬ 
rection of the Department of Public Safety, 
and shall consist of one building inspector and 
one assistant building inspector, who shall 
perform the duties now by law allotted to it; 
such inspector shall be practical and experi¬ 
enced in and about the erection, construction 
and modification of buildings, and shall have 
practical knowledge of all matters pertaining 
to the strength and safety of buildings and 
building materials. At the expiration of 
the term of the present building in¬ 
spector the chief of said Department of Public 
Safety shall appoint his succsssors. Each 
building inspector shall receive the sum of one 
hundred and tw'enty-five dollars per month as 
compensation. 

Sec. 5. TheOffice of Cnspeetorof Plumbing, 
Gas Fitting and House Drainage is hereby cre¬

Skc. 0. The enforcement of regulations con- 
corning fire escapes shall be iJi charge of the 
building inspectors and superintendent and as¬ 
sistant superintendents of the fire department. 
They shall elect their own chairman and adopt 
such rules and approve such fire escapes 
as they may think best adapted for the pur¬ 
pose, subject lo the apj)rt>val of the chief of 
the Department of Public Safety, under the 
Acts of Ass(;mbly and Ordinances of the city. 

Sec. 7. The care, management and control 
of the police station houses, patrol houses and 
stables, and fire engines and hose houses shall 
be under the Department of Public Safety. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the C^hiof of i^^he Depart¬ 
ment of ubiic Safety shall direct the Superin- 
tendeutof Police to api^oint additional patrol¬ 
men, at tlie chai*ge and expense of any per¬ 
sons, corporations or firms asking such ap¬ 
pointments, the chief thereof shall forthwith 
report the same with the names of the appoint¬ 
ees and the place where they are to perform \ 
duty to the City Oonncils.

Testimony; How Taken. 

The committee held eight (8) meetings; six 
(6) being held in the Municipal Building and 
two (2) on the South Side. 

The number of witnesses examined was 
eighty-eight (88). The period of time covered 
by investigation, about eight f8) years. Jn 
every instance when a meeting was called, 
notices were sent to all parties who might be 
supposed to be Interested In the matter, a« 
well as to those who were expected to testify. 
The Monongahela Water Company, being 
chief among those Interested, was duly noti¬ 
fied of each meeting. 

Opportunity for cross-examination of wil- 
nesse.s was given in every instance. A special 
hearing of witnesses, on behalf of the Monon¬ 
gahela Water Company, was asked for by the 
counsel of that corporation, and granted, at 
which witnesses were heard. The committee 
lias endeavored to make the investigation as 
thorough as possible and as reliable in every 
particular. 

Testimony was taken under oath and re¬ 
corded by two Stenographers, The points 
covered by the testimony are as follows;

IMPROVEMENT.S. 

In the face of many years’ demand for more 
pipes in many localities, the Water Company 
has not made much-needed improvements, 
and private parties, in some Instances, have 
been compelled to put down considerable lines 
of pipe for their own protection in case of fire. 
It cannot be said, in answer to this, that the 
company has not found their business suffl- 
ciently remunerative to allow such Improve¬ 
ments. The value of the stock in the past 
years, since 1873, has constantly enhanced, 
until it is susceptible of proof that a sum 
sufficient to make extensive, and perhaps all 
necessary, Improvements could have been so 
applied, and still fair dividends for stockhold¬ 
ers been allowed, (ftee report of Special Com¬ 
mittee of Councils on Purchase of Mononga¬ 
hela Water Works.) 

HAS THE CITY NEGDECTED SOUTH SIDE 
PROPERTY ? 

The Monongahela Water Company has lime 
and again charged the City with neglect In 
regard to the placing of Are plugs on the South 
Side; but the testimony, although ample, falls 
to show anything more than minor fault on 
the part of the City. Indeed, so much has 
been said on this point by the Monongahela 
Water Company that your committee is of 
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the opinion that only lor the purpose of having 
ihe blame divided can such a charge ho niade» 
or that It is from any other motive than this. 
Tliere Is no doubt but there are localities 
within the thirteen wards embraced on the 
South Side where a greater munlicr of plugs 
M'operly located would give better protection 
n time of lire; and there a.*<i, perhaps, in- 
Klances where nres have taken place wiiicli 
might not have been so disastrous bad plugs 
iwen better located, but no well-proven In- 
_ stance of such is shown. Your committee 

I cannot Hud ground for any very great com- 

_ iflaint against the City upon the score of neg- 

I llgence In tiiis respect. 

FinEMEN AS WITNESSES. 

I Concerning the character of some of the 

" tcstiinony given, a word should be said. 

I ilevenil witnesses called gave testimony so 

■ mucii at variance with overwiielming and 

reliable evidence to the contrary, as w’ell as 
against facts witliin the personal knowledge 
oi members of the committee, as to cause sur¬ 
prise and wonderment why anyone in the 
Municipal service sliould so willingly give les- 
llinoiiy known to be false: but in several in¬ 
stances members of the Pittsburgh Fire De¬ 
partment gave testimony of such cliaracter as 
to wuri'uiit your comrtiIttee In setting it aside, 
and to make this mention of it. From tins 
Department of the City’s employes sixteen (1«) 
witnesses were heard, but of this number oi\ly 
four or live gave testimony entitled to weight; 
I oi the otliers, their efforts to evade giving 
direct answers, and their unwillingness to 
give Information deemed unfavorable to one 
view of the question, stamps tliern as ex- 
I treme partisans. 

LACK OF WATEB AT THE WEST END. 

Concerning the lack of water at the West 
Knd, i. in Thlrty-tliird, Thirty fourth and 
Thlrty-Blxtb wards, the testimony is emphatic 
and without contradiction; and especially 
does this apply to the Tliirly-sixtli ward, em¬ 
bracing what was formerly called Teuiper- 
ancevlTle, where the population is great and 
the manufactories numerous and valuable. 
The lack of water at the fires that have hap- 
|H‘ned in this locality has been so great, and 
the fires so disastrous, that no room for con¬ 
trary testimony is found. Tliat the City lias 
totally neglected the proper requirements of 
Its citizens and taxpayers in this locality is 
biyond all doubt. The testimony sliows that 
durlngone,twoaud three days within a single 
I week, for successive weeks, water is not had 

* in proper quatititles on first floors, while on 

Bceond floors, during such times, none is had. 
The engines, when serving at fires in that sec¬ 
tion, according to testimony, made no connec¬ 
tions with fire plugs if Saw Mill Run can be 
I conveniently reached. And further, that had 
it not been for the run, fires would have been 
far greater in not a few Instances. What 
would the Thirty-sixth ward do without Saw 
Mill run? The condition of water matters 
at the West Knd are simply deplorable, and 
demand prompt remedy, 

i SCARCITY OF WATER IN EAREY STAGES OF 

\ fires. 

A majority oi members of your committee 
have themselves been at various fires, and, in 
a few instances, have taken notes and observa¬ 
tions while there. They have consulted with 
a great number of citizens living in different 
portions of the thirteen wards and with man¬ 
ufacturers representing millions of dollars in 
property, who have suffered by reason of fires 


and lack of water. Many of those have given 
testimony before the committee, while otliers 
have, over tlieir own signatures, testified to 
the scarcity of water at liielr particular files, 
and the Hiiiali degree of loss they would liavc 
Kustainea liad siilficient water been obtained. 

1 There is no doubt, whatever, in tlie miiKls of 

! tlie committee as to the 8<MU*<*ity of water 

i during tl\e first ten, fifteen, twenty, twenty-fix e 

i and tljirty minutes of almost every fire that 

has taken place within Mie past eiglit or ten 
1 years upon which testimony could be had. 

SCARCITY OF WATER IN SCHOOL RUILDINGS. 

! At tliree, and probably' four, of the public 
i schools tlie iieulth and comfort of large iium- 
j hers of children in attendance are at stake by 

' reason of scarcity of water for closet use. 

j This is particularly I lie case in the Tweuty- 

: foil nil, Twenty-nitUli, Thirtieth and Thirty- 

i sixth ward schools. 

- A GRIEVOUS wrong AGAINST SOUTH SIDE 
PROPERTY OWNERS. 

To insist tlmtany private corporation should 
occupy' territory within the city limits, em¬ 
bracing thirteen populous wards and iiiikiiown 
millions of property, wltli less than proper 
water facilities, as shown by the testimony, 
and to the exclusion of better facilities wliieh 
tlie City itself could not otherwise deny to said 
citizens and taxpayers, is indicting a wrong 
of grievous cliaracter. It Is quite well known, 
and has been proven by' testimony taken, that 
fires on tlie Soutii Side are more disastrous 
than within the bounas of the Old City. In a 
number of instances manufactories using 
steam-power and drawing Uieir supply of 
water for the same from tiie pipes of Uie Mo- 
nongahela Water Company', have, for a time, 
been compelled to cease operations during the 
progress of a nelgliboring fire. Additional 
proof to this effect was given by several fires 
which took place on the Houth Side among 
its manufactories dining tlie holding of the 
meetings. Testimony could be taken indefi¬ 
nitely, and with no scarcity of witnesses, as to 
lack of water, deficient pipe system^ etc., etc., 
showing a great wrong suffered lor many 
years by the South Side people. Further, the 
trouble lias been shown to be on the increase 
for some years past, owing, it is believed, to 
deterioration of the facilities of the Water 
Company and tfie increase of population. 
The testimony offered for the purpose does 
not show the Moiiongahela Water Company 
to have made anything like sufficient im¬ 
provements to keep pace with or meet tiie 
demands of tiie constantly growing popula¬ 
tion, but a non-progressiveiiess and want of 
enterprise on the part of the company has 
been abundantly proven; or, in other words, 
nothing but a greed for gain. To say, or Im ply, 
that such testimony is doubtful, or given from 
any but proper motives, would be to add to 
the wrong already suffered. 

EARGBB PIl'Eft WILE NOT INCREASE THE 
PRE.S8UHE. 

The conviction Is forced upon us that while 
new and larger pipes may, if put down cer¬ 
tain localities and streets, somewhat improve 
the condition of tilings, still a wholly' inade¬ 
quate pressure and x'olume has been shown to 
exist during the earlier stages of fires, which 
increases in from ten to thirty minutes after 
the beginning of a fire, showing tliat the pres¬ 
ent pipes, small in size, defective in quality 
throiigli age, and greatly reduced in area by 
reason of incrustation, have still Ciipaclty' for 
more water than is transmitted through them 
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(luring that period, Tlie proof of this is in the 
fiud that at the later stagos of a tiro a much 
idglier and a reasonable pressure is obtained 
amt tlilK from (Piuses not wholly clear to 
your coininlttce, or to those whom your com¬ 
mittee have eonsultcd. 

SOUTH sips: hah OUrtiKOWN thk watkk 
KACIIJTIKH UPON WHICH THKV DKPPJNP. 

A number of witnesses testified that nine or 
twelve years ago the S^aiih Hide water pressure 
was (ronsidcmbly greater than of late. The 
truth of this is known to several of the com¬ 
mittee, and It is a fact that, in some instances, 
steam boilers with steam pressure of eiglity, 
ninety and one hundred pounds were supplied 
with water direct from the pressure in the 
pipes, vvitliout the aid of force pumps or in¬ 
jectors; and it 13 further known that ten or 
twelve years ago plugs that would send a 
stream high alHjve and over certain neighbor¬ 
ing buildings, will not, of later years, send a 
stream as hlgli as, or not higher Ilian, second 
stories, until increased pressure is given, as in 
later stages of a fire. It Is not bellevea that 
tliis could now be done anywhere within the 
boundaries of the IhiiTeen South Side wards. 
AVI til tlie increase of population and manu¬ 
factories there has been a gradual but steady 
decline in llie pressure until present time, and 
fora number of years past the condition has 
been such that if two plugs be opened in 
almost any locality and taking water irom the 
same line, even though it be a main, the 
opciuiug of the second detracts the force from 
the first plug opened Pj greater extent than it 
would if there was a fair and proper pressure 
maintained. The foregoing, and many other 
facts well sustained by evidence, show that 
tlie Houth Side has very considerably out¬ 
grown the water facilities upon which it has 
to depend. 

WATER I'lPEH FOR HOtTTH HIDE LAID BY THE 
<TTY AND DOANKD TO MONONGAHET.A 
WATER COMPANY. 

It will be remembered that within the past 
two or three years the City, witli a view of 
complying witli the necessities of tlie Houth 
Hide for more and better water, laid a main 
from South Seventeenth street, along Carson 
street, to West Main street, over two and a 
lialf miles In length. This main is twenty, 
sixteen and twelve Indies in diameter,and is 
connected with the Pittsburgh pipe system by 
a conduit of thirty and twenty-four inches 
diameter, through the bed of the Monongaliela 
river. This work cast the City eighty thousand 
dollars ($8(»,000). This costly piece of work 
having been finished and everything being 
about ready for the turning on of the City 
water, Councils, by what is known as the 
Hnice Hill (Bill oOG), entered into a new agree¬ 
ment with the Monongahda Water Company, 
abandoned the work so well begun,and some¬ 
time after, loaned this expensive Carson street 
main to tlie Monongahela Water Company 
for Its own use and advantage, where it yet is. 
This conduit through the river, as well as the 
Carson street main, has been tested, and we 
know that the conduit through the river and 
the main along Car.son street are in a satisfac¬ 
tory condition. They will do the work, but 
not one gallon of CUy water is transmitted 
through it for the benefit of South Side citizens 
and property owners, 

FACTS TO BE CONSIDERED. 

liCt the following facts be considered and 
the injustice of the City's position toward Its 
Houtli Side citizens will be more plain : 


First. The tliirteen wards of the South Side 
have a population of not far from ()0,0(Ki. 

Second. The citizens and property owners 
of tlie Sr>ulh Side are taxed for annual interest 
on City s water debt ($I,aG0,(KK)). 

Tliird. More than twenty large fires liave 
occurred witliln a period of ab<«it nine years, 
at which, according to testimony, there was a 
lack of water. 

Fourth. With eacii recurring summer,when 
the Monongahela river is low, the water on 
the South Side is unfit for drinking or cook¬ 
ing, and, beyond all (iiiestion, has been the 
principal cause of the great prevalence ol 
typhoid fever and malarial sickness on the 
South Side, 

Fifth. Property owners are advised that for 
destruction of proi>erty by fire and through 
lack of water, no remedy can be had under the 
law. In fact, the courts liave so decided, and, 
hence, for tlie City to deny water protection Is 
sorely unjust. 

i.MFURE WATER AND ILL-HE Vr/rii: A COM¬ 
PLAINT MADE EVERY SUMMER. 

The complaint of impure waiter is also of 
inatiy years’ standing, and is regularly made 
by South Side residents with eacli recurring 
Slimmer, when tiie water in the Monon- 
gahela river is at a low stage. The sup¬ 
ply is taken from pool formed by J)ain 
No. 1, and, in case of a dry summer 
and fall, as in the one just passed, the 
water is little better than poisonous, having a 
decided unpleasant odor for several days at a 
time. Again and again, for years past, have 
South Side physician.s, and the newspapers of 
the City, spoken of tills and warned the public 
of the danger of using sue)) impure water, 
and called the attention of the preponderance 
of typhoid and malarial sickness well known 
to exist on the South Side, and which reap¬ 
peared with each dry summer. (Inly since 
this investigation begun have we been In¬ 
formed that an.y steps would bo taken toward 
an improvement in the character, and now, 
December 10, if any such steps iiave been 
taken, the result does not show to any great 
advantage. The inipurity of the water sup¬ 
plied to the South Side people during the last 
summer was a subject of loud and general 
complaint and a matter of common talk. 
In the testimony hiken on this point there 
was no contrary evidence given or offered. 
This question of impure water, uiwn which 
depends so much of life, health and the well¬ 
being of the community, should certainly lie 
made a subject of prompt action on the pari 
of Councils—for what can be so worthy of it 
as the public health? 

RECOMMENDATION.S. 

In View of the facts establi.shed and herein 
slated your committee recommends the pass¬ 
age of the following Ordinance and resolution

We have 
reinaiiiing therefore, as a basis, $.'>,<i00, to whicli 
are hi he added a number of small accounts 
that iirodm ed last year $*25,‘{80; to these I add 
the $0,51)0 formerly collected by the Mayor’s 
Otftce and obtain S5>,;>’{8. I think, tiierefore, 
$10,000 is .sutiieient to expect from thlssfiurce, 
though the hill says $72,750, 

Upon all the foregoing items I think the 
coinniitteo have clearly overe.stimated the 
revenue by some $72,000, 

On the other side, however, if the Councils 
fiermIt outstanding taxes to he estimated, the 
amount from tins source should he increttsed 
from $1*20.000 in tiie hill to $155,000 in my judg¬ 
ment. I think, also, that $110,000 is a fair esti¬ 
mate of re(‘oiptsfrom liquor licen.ses,estimated 
in the hill at $100,00:).

Mr. l..aiialiio arose to a (fuestion of jirivliege 
and said: 

Mu. CFiAruMAN—On behalf of my associate.s 
In Select Council and in their name, I desire 
U) say that the closest ties of friendship must 
be severed and the most valuable public ser¬ 
vant always reaches a period when his services 
will be dispensed with and when he must yield 
his positkm to another. No one of morhil 
birth can arrest the flight of time. It has been 
told ns by the sacred historian that once the 
sun and the mrM>n stood still and that once the 
shadow of the sun went backward lifteen de¬ 
grees upon the dial of Ahaz; but this power Is 
not given to men, and I have long since ceased 
to question the wisdom of Providence in soor- 
I duining it. 

.Since you entered this Chamber as a repre- 
! .sentative from t he Seventh ward, nearly twelve 
years of time have come and gone, during 
which you have served coutlnuously, and 
during nine of those twelve y<)U have presided 
with distinguished ability and impartiality 
over the deliberations of this body. No ai>- 
poal from your decision has ever been sus¬ 
tained and but one or two appeals have been 
made. Many honored members of this body, 
contemporaneous with yourself, have gone to 
Join the silent and ever increasing majority 
which is gathered upon the unknown shore. 
What memories are recalled to Pittsburghers 
by mentioning the names of Dr. Gross, Presi¬ 
dent of Select Council, wIjo ministered to you 
the oath of office for the first time; Old Father 
Siiipton, so long Chairman of the Finanee 
(’ommlttec, a gentleman of the old sehmil;

Kerr, Dr. .John Pcrchincnt, Alexander McRane^ 
James R. Murray, Jame.s II. Hutchinson, and 
D. C.Thonjpson.all of them useful and honored 
members of this liody during the time of your 
Her vice; (ieo. K. Holliday and L. T. Brown, 
who were here when you came, have been 
transferred to (Joinnion (’ouncil. Of the*rest, 
Dr. Kvans and myself arc the only ones who 
have been in continuous service iiiid who will 
enter upon the next year. My venerable col¬ 
league, Dr. MeCandIcss, was here when you 
came, but he was out a term. Mr. Sorg was 
also a membt r but was out for many years, 
and has returned but a few days since. 

When you entered this body the city was 
just emerging from a period of extravagance 
which Imd left her inindi in debt and with her 
credit at a very low ebb. We were still strugg¬ 
ling with the problem of the new water works, 
*’ince then most successfully and happily 
solved. The two sections of the city were at 
variance upon the question as to who should 
pay for tlie street Improvements. By wise leg¬ 
islation and prudent management the credit 
of the city lias been restored, let us hope, upon 
a substantial and enduring basis, and let us 
also hope never again to be disturbed by un¬ 
wise legislation or internal dissensions. The 
doubts and misgivings which surrounded the 
water works, and especially tlie I^owry engines, 
have all vanished, and the volume of our debt 
constantly diminishing has resulted in de¬ 
creased taxation. Here the Penn Avenue com¬ 
promise was thought out by Keating and 
others. We have had mistakes—who has not? 
It is to be hoped those who come after us will 
profit by our successes and learn to avoid our 
errors. Here we met to give expression to our 
feelings on those two sad days when Garfield 
died and when Grunt passed away. Then all 
partisan feelings were hnrjed, we felt that we 
wore eitizeiiH of one country, with one hope, 
one desire, one destiny. So may it ever be. 
Whatever our party may be; whatever may 
have been the land of our nativity; whatever 
our religious beliefs or disbeliefs; wlmtever 
our station in life, let us never forget that we 
are American citizens, pure and simple; and 
remembering this engrave upon our hoar Is the 
motto of our grand old Commonwealth, “Vir¬ 
tue, IJborty and Independence.” Then shall 
the existence, peace and prosperity of the Re¬ 
public be perpetual. 

It is no idle compliment to yon to say that 
your services during this important period of 
the city’s history have been valuable. Your 
attention to the duties of your otTlee have been 
unreinIttcd and untiring, and those duties 
have been di.schargod in an intelligent and 
careful iimnner. You are yet in the prime of 
a vigorous manlimid, possessing and deserving 


the confidence of your fellow citizens. It Is 
not too much to hope that they will yet call 
you to the discharge of higher and more Im¬ 
portant public trusts. But as time has been 
called on your term of service us a member of 
this body and us its presiding oflicer, sol must 
call time on these remarks. Before we part, 
however, w'e desire to present you with a slight 
testimonial of our regard—something which 
in time to come will act as a reminder of the 
period of time now closing; soinetljing which 
will suggest to you the memory of days for¬ 
ever gone; which will recall the faces and 
voices of your associates in the past. We 
know that you will not forget us wtille reason 
holds her throne, but we desire to follow the 
(!ustbm of the men of all the ages <)f the past 
who have never failed to erect memorials, to 
give mementoes, to make enduring and .sub¬ 
stantial records of ttielr loves and triumphs, 
of their privations and successes. Few desire 
to bo forgotten, few drink willingly of the 
IjCthean stream. It is our wish and desire that 
in the days and years to come, no matter 
wliere your Jot may be cast, no matter what 
duties you may be ealied upon to perform, al¬ 
though we may be widely separated in space 
and in years, you will sometimes let your 
memory run over the years when we served 
together witliin these walls, recall the faces of 
your fellows and the debates which here took 
place, sometimes heated yet always friendly. 

These mementoes which I now present to 
you, though handsome and intrinsically of 
some value, derive their chief value from the 
spirit which animates these your friends. 
Tliese two sturdy knights, armed cap^a-pip, are 
together called the “ Provocation.” This one. 
for some real or fan* led wrong, has defiantly 
thrown down the gage of battle, nor cares how 
soon it may be taken up. He seems to have 
met a foemun worthy of his steel, one who be¬ 
lieves that In atliiirs of duty or lionor he who 
hesitates is damned. “ On with tlie fray ” and 
may the best man win. This will doubtless 
In time to come remind you of the mental pro- 
‘ vocations and combats in this chaniher, when 
you, lifted above the contlicts in a serener at¬ 
mosphere, complacently looked on. You will 
remember the rough and ready Beinhaur, the 
implacable foe of jobs, hurling defiance at the 
ring and more especially at the Monongahela 
Water Company. Xor forget Malone, the be(e 
noire of .Toe Ijowrj'^, who.se dellglit it w'as to 
ridicule the compound engines, which he es¬ 
teemed only fit for the “scrap pile” and to 
stir up the animals on the w'ater committee. 
You will often rectill Keating and Bruce glar¬ 
ing at each other from opposite sides of the 
chaiuber, eivch wielding a keen blade, neither 
giving or taking quarter; while here seemingly 
bitter foes, outside as courteous as Chesterfield. 







Warnicastlft, too, honest and true, but hot and 
Impetuous, especially wlien tlie si>eetre of dis¬ 
ease and dealli threatened that most unhealthy 
l>ort}on oi' the city—the “East End.” The 
poet has sai<l, “Tlum hast all season for thine 
own, 0 I)ealh !” and for Warmeastle It was al¬ 
ways in or<ler to buihl a sewer or pave a street 
In the East End. Nor will you overlook the 
two Kcnllenien fnnu the South Side—Foley 
and Sullivau—the one the implaeablo foe of 
the lire dep'ii'tJ^it-id, which was to him a mere 
political ma<'hiue, and the other the sturdy 
and eloiiuent chanipion of the workinj^men. 
Duncan, loo, will also claim a place in yonr 
memory, y^nx will often think of him armed 
with the bolts of Jove scatterinj^ dismay in 
the ranks of the adversaries of the (iamewell 
System. Y<»a will remember, too, lu)w se¬ 
renely on tl)at night when Mm battle was fast 
and furious over the charter, he broiiglit on a 
sudden calm in some mysterious way, we 
know not how—only Miis, the Jovian lights 
refused to burn and we had a truce. Nor will 
you pass i>y the member from the Thirty- 
second ward—Marland—who should not be 
judged by bis stature, for l)y so doing you 
would commit a fearful blunder. He seems to 
have had two oi^jects constantly in view and 
will cerhiinly win in tlie end. The first, eitlier 
tlie Monongahela Water (/ompany or tlie City 
of Pittsburgli must make “ water run up hill;” 
and second, there must be a iiose company 
an<l ultimately a steam engine in tiie Thirty- 
second war<l. But it is vain to enumerate. 
You will remember them all and their hobbies. 

This haiidsome oaken box of .silverware will 
gladden tlie lieart of tlie partner of your joys 
and sorrows. I have xxn doulit in my own 
mind tliat Harry Ford or Dr. McOandles, wlio 
know so well what will please tlie feminine 
heart, had a hand in tlii.s. May the rieliest 
blessings of iieaven attetid iier. 

.May this handsome timepiece tick off for 
you and your partner in life many joyful, use¬ 
ful and lionorable years of life. Years filled 
witl) gratified hopes, with rewarded labors, 
wilii health, peace, prosperity and fJeiity. 
And when it sliall have tolled for you the fast 
hour of time, it is our earnest widi that you 
niay bo able t() enter ni>oii the great unknown 
without a .single disappointment, regret or 
doubt. Take them, sir, and be assured that 
‘every heart in this audience to the aeiitiments 
J have so feebly expre.sscd utters ii hearty 
ameii. 

President iiloiirloy replied, Mr. neC-aiid- 
having been called to tfie Clialr. 

Mk. CllAlUMAN AND GENTI.KMKN OF 
CouxriLH:—It would be to me a great gratifica¬ 
tion if I could speak as I Mould ivisli. The

Tile tree under wiiose ovcr.s|ia(l<»w- 
ing leaves and brandies ive sported in dilld- 
iiood ami around wiildi cluster so many fond 
associations, falls at last to tlie gurtli and 
comes Ui dust. The friends of our laiyhood 
wild iiave played wltli us ; who liave shared 
our joys; who have M'alked wltli us In tlie 
pathway to manliood, drop by our side and 
we lay them to rest. All tliese tilings teaeli us 
til sit Mie liours perisli and Mie people pass 
away. 

In laying down tiie office whlcli your kind¬ 
ness and yonr partial ity have so long entrusted 
to my keeping, and In relinquisliing tlie seat 
in tills Cimmber wliicli I liave lield for so many 
long years, let me claim your indulgence lor 
a moment wiillst I give brief expression to 
thoughts wliidi tlds Impressive hour and its 
attendingelrcnni,slanccs suggest: 

.standing amid tlie dosing scenes of a long 
career as a member of Mils branch of Councils 
tlie Jieart i.s full and Mie lips are dumb. Mcni- 
ories'of Mie past come trooping up in the mind, 
miniberless as Mie sands of tlie sea, countless 
as tlie stars that deck Mie brow of night. Im¬ 
agination jilctures before me the scenes of 
years Miat liave fled and fancy paints In magic 
dearness the faces that are no more. 

Twelve years, wlieii we look back over It, 
'seems ii long Mine, and time would not permit 
me to reler to the Jeglsiatlon which has been 
considered and apiiroved by this branch of 
council during that period. Probably the 
nifist important qnestion.s, however, M'Jildi 
Councils considered during those year.s were 
the completion of the new water works, the 
conipromi.se of the Penn avenue indebted ness, 
tbe Junction Railroad ordinances, the ordin¬ 
ances providing for the introduction and 
use of natural gas, the East End sewer ordin¬ 
ances, and last of all, the measures putting 
into operation tlie New Charter. 

Tliese measures were all important and 
attracted widespread attention and ctiused 
long and earnest discussion, and tlie verdict 
of the people, the judgment of tlie citizens of 
this City, have demonstrated the wisdom of 
all Miese measures, if we accept the last. 

























I'he New (Jhafter and Its accoiripanyins legis¬ 
lation are on trial before tiie people of this 
City to-day, and their Judgment and their 
verdict will soon determine \v lie then or not 
they are iienetlcient and wise. If tlie New 
(’liarter shall give to the City of Pittsburgh an 
honest, an effieient and an economic admin¬ 
istration, we shali all have reason to rejoice. 
Sliould such a result er<jwn our labors, tliose 
who o])posed tlie legislation and tliose wlio 
favored tlie legislation can afford to forget tlie 
lieart-burnings and the animosities of tlie 
past and join in c<nigratulatlon. If, on the 
<»ther I land, the New Charter and its accom¬ 
panying legislation with all tlie changes whieli 
they have elfected, sliall bring to llie City of 
Pittsburgh no corresponding improvenlerus 
in tlic clianuder of lier government and in tlie 
enforcoment of lier laws, I for one realize 
the fact tliat lliosc who sliaped and condi¬ 
tioned tlie legislation shall in the end be 
visited by tlie censure and tlie condemnation 
of a disappointed and an indignant people. 

For myself, I but speak the honest sentl- 
mentsofmy lieart when I say tiial I want to 
see the City of Pittsburgh have a Just, an efii- 
clent and economical government, and I 
believe that under tlie New Charter she will 
have It. To the doubting and to tlie unbeliev¬ 
ing let me say, hope. Hope is like the 
sun, which, when we journey towards it, 
casts the sliadow of our burdens behind us; 
and let me say lierc, gentlemen, that it has 
been to me a. source of Inexpressible regret 
that I felt called tipon in the consideration 
and discussion of tlie legislation to wlilcli I 
liave referred, to take a position at variance 
witli tlie views of some in tliis cliatnber 
whose judgment lias for many years been 
a liglit to my patli and a lamp to iny leet. For 
that position censure me If yon will; but if 
yon can find In that course and In my career 
in tills cliamlier or in tliat cliair any word of 
mine, any act of mine wliicli will cast a stain ' 
upon my honor ora blot upon the character 
which I iiave licen trying for forty years to 
build lip, and wlili^li I prize more highly tlian 
all tilings else, tlien speak it to tlie world. If 
there be pledge of .si'crecy, Jet it J>e broken. 

Now, after t hese long years, tlie end has come 
and what can I say to the ineinbers pf Coniicii? 
what can I say in reply to tlie kindness wliicli 
is evidenced in these beantlfnl tilings wiilch 
you have set before me ? Tlicse were not neces¬ 
sary. Tliese evidonees of your regard were 
not necessary, because I know f liave had all 
tlie evidences for twelve years of the kindness 
and the courtesy and tlie gooil-fellowship of 
every man in this chamber. These tilings I ac¬ 
cept as an evidence of your gex'd will. I shall 
take them lionie with me and in tlic days that 
are to come wlien I l(M>k upon tliem I shall 


think of and recall the hours and associations 
In this chamber. I go from here to-day and I 
go never to return. Who can seperate, who can 
sever or cut loose from associations wlilch 
have so long existed without a pang? To tiie 
Ihirty-rtvc oliiers wlio leave tills cliatnber with 
me I bid yon to-day an affectionate farewell. 
Wherever your paths may lead yoH, in what¬ 
ever sphere in life you may Talior in tlie days 
tliat are yet to come, I shall follow your foot¬ 
steps with kindly wisiies and an ('arnest (fod- 
spee<l. 

To you wlio remain I bid an atfectioiiate 
farewell. You take ui) tlie work which we 
liave laid down, and you constitute the legis¬ 
lature of a great city. Some one lias well said 
that the circani.stances of tlie young have 
niucli to do with the conditioning of the 
cliaracter of the man. Nature, in her pliysicat 
developements lias done mucli to make It 
possible for the growth and strength of a great 
city here. Carrying out the designs of a wise 
and beneficent Providence wc have liere a 
noted city ; noted for tier industries, noted for 
her wealtli, noted for her nianufacturer.s ami 
inamifactures, great in her popnbitioii and 
celebrated in tlie minibcr undin tlie skill of 
lier working people wIki constitute the sheet 
anchor of lier wealth. To be one of tlie mem¬ 
bers of tlie iegisluture of such a city as Pitts- 
biirgli is to-day, is an lionor, a lilgh lionor; 
and I only liope tliat tliose who remain will 
more earnestly and conscientiously labor in 
the discharge of their duties tiian he who 
leaves you to-day.

Mk. Chaiu.man and Gkntdkmkn ok t>)UN- 
ciLs— I desii c to add rny little testimonial to 
wimt has already been said. It is nearly a 
decade of years since I had tlie pleasure of 
voting for H. J. Gourley as President of this 
Council. .Since that time, as has been statt'd, 
many very important measures Inive l)een 
discussed in tins clminber. Some of them 
have been veiy thorongbly discussed; in fact 
I have often seen the heat <)f debate on the 
very verge of personality, and as often, too, 
have I seen and heard the gavel ol the presid¬ 
ing officer of this Council drop upon that ped- 
estal'wlth no uncertain sound. 

We have all heard him say, “Now, gentle¬ 
men, stop right Miere; stop rigijt there.” And 
as often as tlmso words were repeated, did the 
members <ibey tiiern. In fact, thanks to the 
impartiality of Mr. Gourley, the lionesty of 
his decisions have Jiever been questioned and 
his rulings Imve.very rarely, If ever, been ap¬ 
pealed from. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, J am notan orator, 1 
neither know nor make use of much Ijatin 
or Krencli, but I would iiave Mr. Gourley 
think lliut what I liave said are the senti- 
inejits ofmy mind. Tlie words that I have 
used are tlie expressions of good will which 
Isslmred, I know, l>.v every one of my fellow 
members here to-day; and I know' they are 
tlie sentiments of a great majority of all the 
members of (Jouncils that have sat under him 
since lie began to wdeld the gavel in this 
clminber. 

Ifelttliatl could not allow Councils t<) be 
brouglit to a close wtthoul a few w'ords to the 
uicinorles of the past. Our official relations 
will sever, perliaps as Mr. (iourley says, never 
to be resumed; hence I felt culled upon to 
make a few remarks and tender my testimony 
to the fairne.ss and ability with which Mr.

I desire 
further, to say, that aiming some of the bright-- 
est recollections that I shall always retain of 
this body, will be the good will that has been 
80 frequently shown to me by the members of 
Select Council, and the courtesies which have 
ijeen showered upon me by the members and 
those which have been extended to me and 


those which I have seen showered upon my 
fellow members hj our retiring President, H. 
I, Gourlci'. 

Mr. Niebert said: 

Mu. CJIAtKMAN AND FF.MJIW MKMMKKS:— 
After luMii ing the remarks of those wdio liave 
proceeded me, my memory carries me back 
to Mie lime when 1 first liad tlie honor of 
taking niy seat In tills Council, ft was Iti 1X71. 
I came in as the represeniutivc of the Kiglit 
teenih ward. 

Looking over tlie faees here to-day and com¬ 
paring tiiein with those who w-ere liere w'lien 
I first came to Councils, leads one to the ctm- 
c) us ion that the representatives of the differ¬ 
ent w’ards in tiiose days w’cre (luite different 
from wliat they are now. Tlie most of tlie 
woirds were tlien represented by old men, 
while today the young men of the City an* 
here in tiie interest of liie people. lean recall 
distinctly the most of those wlio reprtfsented 
tlie City in Councils in those days. For in¬ 
stance, there was old “Bill” Piiilllps, as we 
called him, vviio has since died and to whose 
funeral we all went. He was then a central 
figure in Councils. Then there was old .lohn 
Shipfon, who was, without doubt, one of the 
most interesting characters that ever sat in 
tills chamber. I have often heard tiim as lie 
stood up, whetlier recognized by the Chair or 
not, say: “ I’ll see every chair and every desk 
in this Iniilding sold liy the sheriff, before I’ll 
agree to unyiliing of the kind,” He was a 
great eermomist. He was for manj’ years a 
memlierof the old Gas Committee- 

Tlien we had the lamented .John R, McCune, 
from the Fourth ward, who was for many 
years a stand-by and for some time Cliairmun 
of the Finance Committee. 

Then we went up to the Fifth ward and 
found old Burne.v Rafferty. He could make 
as much noise us anj' man I ever knew on the 
Finance Committee. 

I also remember well, old man Hunter with 
wliom I have had the pleasure of sitting on 
tlie Finance and other committees. 

Tlie Twentieth ward was then represented 
by old Doctor Gross; the Twenty-first ward 
was r.epresented by James liittell; the 
Twenty-second by 1>. D. Bruce, and the 
Twenty-third ward by old James Murray. 

And not least among the honors I have 
shared since I become a member of Councils 
was that of sitting lor a number of years on 
the Finance Committee with the honored and 
lamented fatlierof our present Chalrmam, Dr. 
McCandless. 

I also remember well thCxtroubles of the 
Water Commission as well as the members of 
that body. I liave not forgotten Johnny Ross, 
the clerk of the Commission, and his escapades 
before the Finance Committee, with Bucher 
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.Swoope doln^f the double duty, of defending

There are quite a number of others equally 
interesting whom I could recall if time would 
but permit. 

As for our retiring President, Mr. Gourley, 
I certainly have been well treated at his hands, 
and I doubt If there is any member present 
wJio has not. Through his kindness and his 
courtesy I have been repeatedly madeamem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, an lionor of 
which I ever felt proud. 

As I said before, when the faces of the past 
are compared with those of the present recol¬ 
lections of years gone by pass through my 
mind, and my wish is that when I come back 
here in future years—whether as a member or 
as a spectator—I shall have the pleasure and 
the satisfaction of greeting those who remain 
behind me with a pleasant smile and a hearty 
well wish,

Sec. 3. Each of said Police Magistrates shall 
be paid the sum of twenty-five hundred dol¬ 
lars per annum as a salary for his services, 
which sum shall be In lieu of all costs received 
by iilin as such Police Magistrate.

Lowr.v Is desirous, if possible, of obtaining an 
andcable adjustment <if ids claim, I have 
tlioiiglit It proper to write you and state 
more particularly the ba.sisolthe claim. 

Our action is one at law to recover damages 
for the use of the iwilent b.v the elty In her 















four engines for a period of six years prior to 
the expiration of the term of the })atent, and 
tije measure of tlie damage would be the 
value of the royalty. 

You are well aware that under the law there 
areniany modes in which tiiis value may be 
usccrtallied under evidence. Without going 
into details now as to the value of the In* 
ventlon or tlie cliaracter and economies of 
the engines in their service to the city, I have 
only to say that while fora long period diffl* 
cullies existed which detracted from their 
cliaracter, they have ultimately had such 
consideration and attention us enabled them 
to exhibit tiioir ellJciency and power and to 
prove their equality, if not superiority, to 
any pumping engines in tlie world. 

One of tlie most usual and ordinary methods 
of ascertaining the value of an iuvention and 
of fixing a royalty for tlie use of it where 
there has been .no agreement and where 
the claim must be established adversely is by 
showing what others paid for a license to use 
the invention, and this seems to be a very jirst 
and proper mode, because the licensee Is pre¬ 
sumed to have taken Into consideration all 
the utilltie.'^, economies and values of the 
Invention in considering tiie amount he is 
willing to pay for the use of the same. 

In the case of Hogg vft. Emerson, 11th How¬ 
ard, page (W7, the tJnitcd Stales f^upreme 
Court say: “The price paid fora llcense'to use 
a thing patented may be submitted to the 
Jury as a suitable guide in estimating dam¬ 
ages for an iiitringemeiit, and is the custom¬ 
ary one followed for making and and selling, 
&e., and seems once to have been treated by 
law as the chief guide in all patent cases.” 

And in Seymore w, McCormick, Id Howard, 
page-18>5, the Supreme Court says; “Where an 
inventor has found it profitable to exercise 
his monopoly by soiling licenses he has him¬ 
self fixed tlie average of his actual damage, 
and the price of such licenses may afford a 
proper measure of damages.

If we take this method of arriving at the 
value of the royalties claimed by us, then the 
amount of our claim can be readily ascer¬ 
tained. 

Previous to the constructing of her engines 
by the City of Pittsburgh the City of Alle¬ 
gheny had had a pumping engine built To 
pump water from the Allegheny river to her 
reservoir. Her engine was constructed upon 
the same plan and under the sarnc invention 
and Letters Patent under which we now 
claim, and tlie price paid by the City of Al¬ 
legheny fora license to construct and use the 
same was five thousand dollars. 

A comparison of the capacity and work bf 
to be done by the Allegheny engine with 
that of the four engines of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, taken in connection with the amount 
so paid for a license, will funiisli Just and 
equitable data on which to base our claim. 
These data are: 

The area of the pumps of the Plttsburgii en¬ 
gines are each 12o(j square inches. 

The area of the pump of the Allegheny en¬ 
gine is 706 square Indies. 

Thus the area of a pump of a Pittsburgh 
engine is 1 770-1,000 times or 77 0-10 per cent. 


greater than the area of the Allegheny City 
j engine. 

The height of the Hlland Avenue Reservoir 
I is JiiO feet above the level of tlie river, and the 
! Allegheny Reservoir is 221 feet above the level 
i of the same river. 

I Thus the HI land Avenue Reservoir Is 
! 1 61-100 times or 61 per cent, lilgher tiian the 

[ Allegheny Reservoir. 

Therefore, tlic capacity of a Plttsburgii en¬ 
gine Is 2:W-100 times or 138 per cent, greater 
than the Allegheny engine. 

The royalty paid for the Allegheny City en. 
glut* was $>,00<).00. In the same ratio the loy- 
ally for each Pittsbuiigh engine would be$ll,- 
000.00 or $47,600.00 for the four. 

If the price of a license Is to be taken as the 
measure of damage, tiien the damage accrued 
at the time of the Infringement, and the 
claimant would be entitled to interest from 
that time, sotliat in his case there would now 
lie abrmt seven years* interest I4) be added to 
the above amount, wliich would make the 
total claim about $67,000.00. 

In the memorial we stated the nature of our 
claim, and we now here have given a basis for 
the amount of the claim for the infringement 
of one of the patents, but as stated heretofore 
we are very desirous of an amicable settle¬ 
ment with the City of all the claims, and will 
make any reasonable and just allowance that 
will be equitable in the premises.

Gentlemen—T he underHlgiied, the (Confer¬ 
ence Coniifitttee, up|M>lnted toiuljust the dif¬ 
ferences hetweeii the Select and ('ninnioii 
Councils on Common (Council Ordinance N<i. 
:101, entitled, 

AN ORDINANCE-To carrry into eirect an 
Act of Assembly entitled, “.Mi Act In rela¬ 
tion to the giivernment of cities of the sec¬ 
ond class,” aproved .hine J4th, 1887, estab¬ 
lishing the departments of IHiblie Safely, Pub¬ 
lic Works and (iiarlties, Board of Awards, !><•- 
nartment of Law and Board of Assessors creat¬

Skc. 13. There shall be and is hereby creatcsd 
ahnreau to be known as the Bureau of Health, 
which bureau shall consist of one Superin- 
tondeiit. whose compensation shall be one 
hundred ami fifty dollars per month, 
and such assistant officers, clerks and inspect¬ 
ors as shall be authorized in purauauce of the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Sec. 14. The City Gauffer shall be and is

There shall be and Is hereby cre¬ 
ated a bureau to be known as the Bureau of 
Engineering and Surveys. The head of this

< cepting as lierein limited or modified. 

Skc 18. There shall tie and is heretiy created 
aimreau to lie known as ttie liiireuu of (dly 
Property, the head of wliieh shall lie known 
as Superintendent of <;ity Property, and who 
shall receii-e the sum of one hundrcsl and 
fifty dollars per month as his compensii- 
tion. The duties of this bureau shall lie U) 
take ''harge of all pulillc property belonging 
to said t'ity, not otlierwlse conferred upon 
some other department. Including markets, 
city buildings, wharves, and aieh other proji- 
erty of the City as is not specially eonferrtHi 
elsewliere. Provided that the chief clerk of 
this bureau shall act as clerk of the Diamoml 
Markets without extra compensation. 

Sec. 10. There shall be and is hereby crenteil 
a bureau to be known as the Bureau of Water, 
the head of which shall be known as the Su- 
periiit ndent of Water Supply and Dlstritni- 
tion. He shall hav’e charge and supervision 
of all matters pertaining to the supply and 
distribution of water to the public, and his 
compensation shall bo the same as that now 
paid to the Snperiiiunident of Water Works.

ians of tne Poor of said City. 
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Sec. '^. There shall be and Is hereby created 
a denarttnent to be known as the Departrnont 
of Awards, consistinyr of the Mayor, Heads of 
Pnbllc Safety, Public Works and Charities, for 
the awarding' of contracts for public work and 
aupi>lfesin all the departments of the city ex¬ 
cept as is otherwise provided by Act of Assem¬ 
bly. All such contracts shall be let openly 
and awarded piibUcly In the Common 0<mncit 
Chamber to the lowest responsible bidder on 
“yea” and -‘nay’h'ote, of which record shall be 
kept, and no contract excoedlngfotiin amount 
shaM be binding upon the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh until the same shall have been reported 
to and approved by the Cmneils thereof, and 
when so approved the head of the proper de¬ 
partment Shull make and execute such con¬ 
tracts in behalf of the city for the department. 
All contracts shall be awarded afteruue public 
notice, as now provided liy law, upon such 
specifications as shall be approved by the De¬ 
partment of wards All bids shall he filed in 
sealed envelopes with the Controller of the 
City, who shall transmit the same to the De¬ 
partment of Awur<Is at the time fixed for their 
sessions for awarding such contracts, when 
the same shall be opened and read publicly, 
Tf the said department shall deem it to the beat 
interest of t he city they shall have and are 
hereby given the right to reject any and all 
bids and proposals and to re-advertise for 
other bids and proposals, llonds shall accom¬ 
pany all bids for public work and supplies, as 
now provided by law, and shall be submitted 
with the awards to Councils for approval; pro¬ 
vided. however, that nocity officershull be ac¬ 
cepted as surety on such bonds. Provided, 
further, that sureties on any bond to be given 
the city for faithful performance of any con¬ 
tract shall, before the Mime shall he accepted, 
make affidavit before the Mayor or City Clerks 
that he Is or they are worth overall encum¬ 
brances the full amount of the proposed bond, 
and such bond, before such contract shall be 
binding upon the city, shall fti*st have lieeii ap¬ 
proved by Councils; and, provided further, 
that it shall be the duty of the City Controller, 
whenever requested by the City Councils or 
Department of Awards, to investigate and 
make report on the sufficiency of the sureties 
of any bond so presented.

Supreme Court of the State and in the Fnited 
States Courts of this District, ami shall have 
b *on in active practice for a period of at least 
ten years. He shall have two assistants, each 
of whom shall have been duly adinilted to 
practice law in the t;ourts of Allegheny 
(k)iinty, atid shall have been in active practice 
for a perio of at least two .veal’s. They slnill ho 
appointed b.v the City Attorney, snbjoet to the 
approval of the Oornmittee on Finance, and 
shall each rooolvo an annual salary of twenty- 
five hundred dollars. 'I'hey shall ptwlonn such 
duties as shall or maybe prescribed from time to 
time by tlio City Attorney, and no l)e|>artment 
of the City Oovernrnent nor the Head nor any 
snbonliiiate thereof shall he allowed loenqitoy 
at the public expense an.v other nttoriiey or 
solicitor without the consent of Connells. The 
City Attorney shall lie chosen at tlie time and 
in the mafirier now provided by law, and shall 
hold his office for the the t<‘nn of four years, 
comtnonclng the 1st day of F'obriiary, A. I). 
IHHH,and until his successor shall beduly eboson 
and qualified. 


Sec. 24. The Board of Assessors shall re¬
